Mr, Steenhoven said the Chinese accepted his of- 
fer while the U.S. team -was still in China but gave 
him the option of announcing the acceptance at his 
convenience. f 

The visit to China by Mr. Steenhoven, an Amer- 
ican table-tennis team and three U.S. newsmen was 
the first such trip by Americans since the Com- 
munis Ls took over China in 1849.

Agnew Faults 
Table Tennis 
Tour of China

WILLIAMSBURG, Va.. April 
20. — Vice-President Spiro T. 
Agnew. in an off-the-record, 
three-hour, post-midnight meet- 
ing with nine reporters yester- 
day. reportedly complained that 
the United States took a propa- 
ganda beating on the recent 
visit of American table tennis 
players to China. 

Mr. Agnew. here for the spring 
Republican Governors’ Confer- 
ence, criticized some US. report- 
ing of that visit and expressed 
disagreement with some facets of 
the administration's policy of 
easing relations with the Peking 
. regime. 

He told the reporters he unsuc- 
cessfully argued his position at a 
National Security Council meet- 
ing before the admission of the 
table tennis players. 

Mr. Agnew said he felt the 
United States had been trapped 
by the Chinese invitation to the 
players and that the Visit was a 
mistake because. . among other 
reasons, it might tend to under- 
mine UB. support for the Na- 
tionalist Chinese government. 

Public Opinion 

He suggested to the reporters 
that an administration policy 
that might seem to be too eager 
to embrace a long-time foe of the 
United States could adversely af- 
fect American public opinion re- 
garding Taiwan. 

Mr. Agnew singled out lor criti- 
cism a story from mainland 
China by John Roderick of the 
Associated Press Tokyo bureau, 
who accompanied the UjS. play- 
ers and who was formerly sta- 
tioned in China. Mr. Roderick 
credited Peking with a diplo- 
matic .coup for using second- 
string players against the UH. 
squad, thus avoiding humiliation 
of the less experienced Ameri- 
cans. 'Mr. Roderick’s story ap- 
peared in the April 14 editions of 
the International Herald Trib- 
une!. 

Much of the meeting was said 
to be given over to a two-day 
discussion of the performance of 
the American press In a spirit of 
serious and polite exchange in 
which, at times, the vice-presi- 
dent was complimentary of re- 
porters and critical of newspa- 
per management.

COLOMBO. Ceylon. April 20 
«APi.— The Soviet Union is send- 
ing six MiG-17 jet fighters with 
complete flight and ground crews 
to Ceylon to fight insurgents and 
establish what amounts to its first 
Aslan air base, reliable rources 
revealed. 

Sixty technicians in baggy 
civilian clothes are already es- 
tablished at Brown's Beach 
Hotel, a multi -story complex not 
far from Colombo's Katunayake 
airport, from where the Soviet 
aircraft will operate. 

Tile MiGs. and possibly some 
helicopters and other aircraft, 
were to arrive late today or to- 
morrow. 

Western diplomats attached ex- 
treme significance to the move, 
coming after the United States 
and Britain arranged a deal to 
provide Ceylon wiLh six Ameri- 
can-built helicopters and bringing 
the left- leaning government 
closer to the West. 

Arms From Cairo 

A Yugoslav transport aircraft 
arrived during the weekend with 
Communist bloc-made arms, and 
an Air Ceylon, plane made a trip 
about the same time to Cairo to 
collect arras from the Egyptian 
government. 

Ceylon's foreign relations have 
taken mysterious turns since 
youthful Insurgents seeking a . 


more extreme leftist government 
touched off a full-scale rebellion 
on April 5. 

The ambassador and the entire 

staff of the North Korean Em- 
bassy were expelled— after being 
linked to the insurgency — but re- 
lations were not severed. 

Top-level government sources 
told foreigners in Colombo that 
the Communist Chinese govern- 
ment had smuggled weapons for 
the insurgents into Ceylon. 

As a result, a Chinese freighter 
was turned away from Colombo in 
early April and followed by In- 
dian warships on loan to the 
Ceylonese. Curbs were put on 
Chinese aid tedhnicans. 

Captured insurgents have been 
carrying books on the thoughts 
of Chairman Mao Tse-tung in the 
Sinhalese languages and some 
wore Mao badges. 

However, the Ceylonese govern- 
ment issued a public denial of 
what it said were rumors of

He took over effective control 
as premier as well as commander 
in chief of Cambodia's armed 
forces— a post he had held since 
I960— when Prince Sihanouk was 
ousted Jn March,' 1970. 

According to the constitution, 
a new premier will be decided by 
the head of state. Cheng Heng, 
in consultation with the presi- 
dents of the National Assembly 
and the Senate. The premier 
must then pass a vote of con- 
fidence in both houses. 

His ministers in turn must ob- 
tain the assembly's approval. 

. Opposition 

Although Gen. Matak has won 
friends by his handling of the 
acting premiership, he is not be- 
lieved to be popular with some 
assemblymen and faces opposi- 
tion from Son Ngoc Thanh, a 
political adviser to Gen. Nol and 
a former premier when Siha- 
nouk was head of state.

ROME, April 20 (API.— Unrest 
anG violence spread throughout 
Italy today with a new wave of 
strikes and demonstrations, a 
soccer riot in the south and po- 
litical bombings in tbe north. 

The labor situation worsened 
With 700,000 . maritime, train, 
postal and textile workers begin- 
ning a series of walkouts. Italian 
ships in major ports were af- 
fected today, although seamen 
called off further planned stop- 
pages. 

Raiders wearing black helmets 
and red handkerchiefs over their 
faces threw six firebombs over a 
wall at Milan University, a 
s trough old of leftist organiza- 
tions. A 20-year-old girl was 
slightly burned. 

Police said that the bomb at- 
tack was apparently a reprisal 
for the beating of two rightist 
students by leftists in Milan last 
Friday. Last night, bombs dam- 
aged a wall of the San Vittore 
Prison and a rail line. 

Leftist deputies in parliament 
are demanding government ac- 
tion against rightist extremists 
in the troubled northern Indus- 
trial city. 

Two bombs badly damaged the 
headquarters of the Socialist and 
Communist parties in on 

Saturday and neo-Fascist youths 
battled police in the city that 
night. 

In Catanzaro, southern Italy, 
hundreds of demonstrators erect- 
ed barricades and clashed with 
police in a protest against the 
postponement of a soccer match 


with the rival city of Reggio 
Caiahria. 

Banks, schools, public offices 
and shops shut down. The city, 
which was recently named capital 
of Calabria, was cut off from tbe 
resr of the region. 

The match, scheduled for to- 
morrow. was put off because of 
fears of violence. Residents of 
Reggio Calabria rioted for months 
in a vain attempt to have their 
city designated as capital. 

In Rome, demonstrations by 
hunters and striking employees 
of the Italian National Research 
Council snarled traffic. 

A union announced a 48-hour 
strike starting today at North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
commands in Italy, In a demand 
for a role by workers in the set- 
ting of salaries and working con- 
ditions.

Chaban-Delmas Assails 'Alarmists’

PARIS, April 20.— In his first 
major speech of the year. Prime 
Minister Jacques Chaban-Delmas 
warned a grumbling National As- 
sembly today not to overem- 
phasize French problems, which, 
he said, are not as bad as those 
of some other countries. 

Speaking after weeks of groan- 
ing from the Oauliist-led major- 
ity over lawlessness in the 
schools, disorder In the streets, 
humiliation in foreign policy and 
a general lack of leadership, Mr. 
Chaban-Delmas told the deputies 
that nothing justified the recent 
"alarmist comments.” 

If some persons think so, he 
said, they should consider how 
bad t hi ngs are “in several neigh- 
boring countries, not to mention 
the United States of America or 
Japan.” 

The speech was greeted with- 
out great enthusiasm from the 
majority benches, except when 
the prime minister was defend- 
ing law and order or criticizing 
the Communists. It was greeted 
without enthusiasm at all by the 
opposition, which introduced a 
censure motion “against this con- 
servative govern ment” which will 
be debated and voted on tomor- 
row. 

It was the prime minister's third 
speech before the National As- 
sembly in Hire? years and It was 
being called his most important. 
The government and President 
Georges Pompidou have been ln- 
creesingly accused from all sides 


in recent weeks of lack' of leader- 
ship and direction. 

One of the critics has been 
former Prims Minister Maurice 
Couve de Murville, who reflected 
the mood of many staunch Gnul- 
lists when he suggested that the 
government's lack of overall 
policy had hurt France in nego- 
tiations with both Algeria and 
Great Britain. 

Answering this charge. Mr. 
Chaban-Delmas accused Algeria 
of hilling the 1 negotiations 
through a series of "unilateral 
decisions.' 1 He said, however, 
that the Algerian nationalization 
of French oil properties would 

not affect Franc o-Algeri an co- 
operation. as long as Algerian 
indemnification of the French 
companies is "correct.” 

Referring to the Common 
Market's negotiations with Bri- 
tain, and the recent French 
maneuver to Include sterling in 
the questions to be settled during 
the talks,, the prime minister 
said that France did not seek 
to raise new obstacles to British 
entry, but felt that "at the hour 
when a new political and eco- 
nomic map of Europe is being 
drawn [France] believes It Is 
dangerous for ambiguities to 
exist.'' 

Showing once again that 
among GauUists he is one of 
the strongest believers in an en- 
larged Common Market. Mr. 
Chaban-Delmas said that the 
new Europe should be "resolutely 
European.” and should be a 


“confederation of nations re- 
solved to live together and co- 
ordinate their actions in every 
domain." 

The major part of the speech, 
however, was devoted to calming 
the angry GaulUst deputies who 
at the most recent party meeting 
publicly criticized the prime min- 
ister’s leadership and the increase 
of disorder in the streets and 
schools. 

Drawing bis only cheers of the 
day, Mr. Chaban-Delmas promis- 
ed the Assembly that disorder 
from both the right and left 
would be punished and that the 
law would be respected. He ac- 
cused the Communists of playing 
two different bands, posing as 
advocates of law and order and 
stirring up disorder. He said one 
of the main problems Inside 
French schools is “political indoc- 
trination.” and promised govern- 
ment action to stop It. 

But the prime minister added 
that "I continue to think that 
this sporadic agitation doesn't 
justify the alarmist comments.” 
He then said that French prob- 
lems are 'minor" compared to 
some other countries. 


Rippon Denies French Summit 


Mr. Chaban-Delmas. who likes 
to faille more about his Nouvelle 
Socfate and planned ref arms than 
law and order, was clearly mare 
comfortable when he got on his 
own terrain. He said his govern- 
ment has always had a program 
and he promised new bills during 
this parliamentary session in edu- 
cation. public housing, urban 
transportation, and community 
and regional reform to decen- 
tralize France. 


Is Key to British EEC Entry 


THE HAGUE. April 20 ‘Reu- 
ters i. Geoffrey Rippon. Brit- 
ain’s minister for European af- 
fairs and Common Market nego- 
tiator. today discounted the idea 
that a -Franco-Britlrh summit or 
an offer by Britain to share mili- 
tary nuclear secrets with France 
could be the key to negotiations 
on Britain's entry into the Com 
mnn Market. 

"It is wrong to give the Impres- 
sion that we must have some 
dramatic thing happen. This is 
not realistic," he told a press con- 
ference after a round of talks 
with Dutch leaders here. 

According to Informed sources. 
Dutch Foreign Minister Joseph 
Inns, with whom Mr. Rippon had 
an hour-long session, advised 
Britain to make a gesture by 
offering to share nuclear Infor- 
mation with France. 

Though he did not confirm or 
deny that this had been said to 
him. Mr. Rippon told a press 
conference that such a gesture 


was not part of entry negotiations 
and also said a deal on the future 
of the Anglo-French supersonic 
airliner Concorde was net „ part 
of EEC entry. 


Misleading Reports 
Mr. Rippon said that reports 
on the likelihood of a summit 
meeting sometime between May 
and June were misleading. While 
he agreed that a meeting between 
British Prime Minister Edward 
Heath and President Georges 
Pompidou of France might take 
place, he wished to dispel any 
impression that Britain was push- 
ing for such a meeting or saw it 
as the solution to entry negotia- 
tions. 


Defense on Economy 

He said he doubted that this 
would satisfy all French stu- 
dents, who might prefer to stir 
things up. but called on them 
to forget their political fantasies 
and concentrate on what was pos- 
sible. 

The opposition's censure mo- 
tion. which was introduced by the 
Socialists and will probably fa'l 
short of 100 votes out of 487, 
centers on the government's 
economic policies. 

On this, as on other issues to- 
day, Mr. Chaban-Delmas 'a defense 

was that French- inflation is 
climbing no faster than in other 
countr.es and that since 1969 the 
French growth rate has been 
second only to Japan's among 
industrialized countries. 


Mr. Rippon, in his talks with 
Mr. Luns, stressed the Importance 
of substantial progress at the 
Brussels ministerial meeting, 
scheduled for May 11-12, for both 
parliamentary and public opinion 
in Britain. 


Japanese Jets Buzzed 
Soviet Destroyer 


TOKYO, April 20 (UFI).— Four 
Japanese F-86 jet fighters made 
a mistaken mock bombing run on 
a Soviet destroyer during a mili- 
tary exercise In the Tsushima 
Strait, between Japan and Korea, 
it was revealed yesterday. 

A spokesman for the Japanese 
Self-Defense Agency said Japan 
apologized "immediately after the 
jet pilots made the mistake." 


According to the timetable en- 
visaged by Britain, Mr. Rippon 
said at the news conference the 
May meeting should produce at 
least the outline of the solutions 
to the main problems involved, 
with a view toward a settlement 
by summer.

Since the United States start- 
ed delivering Phantoms to Is- 
rael In the fall of 1968, about nine 
F-4 fighter-bombers have been 
lost over Egypt or in crashes, 
sources said. 

The Soviet shipments to Egypt 
continue undiminished. one 
source said, adding that earlier 
this month two Soviet ships 
brought 18 combat planes to 
Egypt So far this year, Soviet 
deliveries are said to have in- 
cluded more than 100 MIG -2 Is, 
nearly 60 M1G-17S and about 30 
Sukhol-7 fighter- bombers. 

These shipments are in addition 
to previous Egyptian Air Force to- 
tals, which are put at 130 MIG- 
21s. ISO MIG- 178 and nearly 100 
Sukhoi-7s. 

Because the Egyptians are 
short of fighter pilots, some 
American analysts fear that the 
Russians may have to fly more 
of. the planes themselves, beyond 
the 60 MiG-2 is they are believed 
to have been operating in Egypt 
since early last year. 

Russian. pilots will also fly the 
MiG-23s, the experts believe. 

The analysts, point out that 
while the MiG-21 is a very 
maneuverable aircraft, having a 
maximum speed of 1,300 miles an 
hour, the 1,4 00 -mile -on -hour F-4 
Is generally considered a better 
all-around aircraft, not only in 
dogfights, but in long-range 
bombing and strafing. 

Even with Russian pilots, four 
MIG-Ols were shot down last 
July by Israeli F-4s near the Suez 
Canal. 

The MiG-23, the experts say, is 
believed to have a top speed ap- 
proaching 1950 miles an hour and 
can also fly higher than the F-4. 
At altitudes below 25,000 feet, it 
probably would be less maneuver- 
able than the Phantom, the ana- 
lysts say. 

But if It has an effective ra- 
dar-missile system capable of at- 
tacking low-flying aircraft, they 
continue, it could present prob- 
lems for F-4s that come within 
its operating area. The MiG-23 
can fly effectively at 70,000 to 
80,000 feet: the F-4 has a maxi- 
mum operating altitude of 71,000 
feet.

Anti-Terror 
Gain Is Seen 
By Faulkner 

BE LFAST. April 20 *UFP.— 
Prime Minister Brian Faulkner 
today claimed a measure of suc- 
cess In the government's con- 
tinuing campaign to rid North- 
ern Ireland of terrorism. 

“Terrorists are beginning to 
realise that In the Royal Ulster 
Constabulary and the army they 
have taken on an implacable 
foe.” Mr. Faulkner told the Bel- 
fast Chamber of Trade. 

“I can give tbe people or 
Northern Irelimd an assurance 
that any outrage committed 
by terrorists only serves to 
strengthen the resolve of the gov- 
ernment and security forces to 
hound the gunmen relentlessly,” 
he said. 

He said intensive searches and 
checks by the army and the 
police lately hare yielded large 
hauls of weapons. More than 750 
houses and 85,000 vehicles have 
been searched, he said. One 
machine gun. 11 rifles. 28 revolv- 
ers. explosives and almost 4.000 
rounds of ammunition were 
seized. 

His statement came after two 
gasoline bomb attacks in Belfast, 
the capital's only violence in the 
last 24 hours. The second of 
the two damaged a movie thea- 
ter moments after the show let 
out last night. Employees of the 
Grove Theatre in the neutral 
Shore Road area managed to beat 
out tbe flames, a police spokes- 
man said. 

The theater is owned by Ernest 
Watson, who also owns a pub 
damaged by a gasoline bomb at- 
tack two nights ago in a Prot- 
estant area. Earlier, a gasoline 
bomb was ignited outside a West 
Belfast Orange hall in the 
Shankill Road area, but caused 
little damage. 

Today, two bomb explosions 
blew out doors and windows and 
sent guests scattering in a hotel 
outside Belfast, the British Army 
said. 

•A spokesman said there were 
no Injuries although several sol- 
diers and civilians were nearby 
when the explosions occurred. 
The bombs went off in the fifth- 
floor toilet of the Bangor Hotel, 
11 miles from Belfast. It is a 
frequent haunt of British soldiers, 
he said. 

Later, another bomb’ exploded 
at the door of a building used to 
billet troops In the Roman Ca- 
tholic Springfield Road in Belfast. 
There were no injuries. 


Pledges to Continue 
Aiding Latin Rebels 

MIAMI. April 20 iNYTL— • 
Cuban Premier Fidel Castro stat- 
ed last night that his government 
wss “in no way" interested in 
establishing “normal relations” 
with the United States. 

In a two-hour Havana speech, 
commemorating the tenth anni- 
versary of the defeat of the UB.- 
sponsored Bay of Pigs invasion. 
Mr. Castro saitj that Cuba has 
come to “scorn relations with the 
imperialist government of the 
United States, a government of 
genocide and decadence.” 

The premier indicated that his 
statement was a reply to Presi- 
dent Nixon who Friday night de- 
clared that the United States 
would not normalize relations 
with Cuba “as long os Cuba 
adopts an anti-American line.” 

Emphasizing his militant pos- 
ture. Premier Castro said that 
efforts “by imperialists to domes- 
ticate and Appease Cuba” will fail 
because of his government's “rev- 
olutionary intransigence." 

“We have supported, we are 
supporting, and we shall support 
revolutionary movements in Latin 
America." Mr. Castro said. 

The premier also reiterated his 
strong condemnation of the Orga- 
nization of American States, from 
which Cuba has been suspended 
as a member. 

“We feel very well outside the 
OAS. In fact, better than inside.” 
Mr. Castro said. “The OAS is an 
organization that is bound to 
disappear.” 

In another part of his speech. 
Mr. Castro pledged financial and 
military support to the govern- 
ment of Chile and other revolu- 
tionary governments which he 
said are emerging In Latin Amer- 
ica. 

Selassie Off on Tour

by air for Bujumbura to start a 
two-day state visit to Burundi. 
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The New Two-Chinas Policy 


Vice-President Agnew has given a new 
meaning to the “two-Chinas” policy: There 
is his, and there is the President’s. Curiously, 
for Mr. Agnew, he has not stated his at- 
titude toward the rut In the bamboo curtain 
with ruffles and flourishes; rather he has 
done so in secret' session with selected news- 
men and the Republican governors. Perhaps 
he Is uneasily conscious that ping-pong 
diplomacy was far from unwelcome to that 
“silent majority" he likes to arouse; per- 
haps he remembers Mr. Nixon’s independent 
venture into Indochinese affairs as Vice- 
President, when, during the French war. 
there, he spoke of the possibility of just that 
American involvement which he is now so 
desperately trying to undo. 

In any event, Mr. Agnew’s opposition to 
easing tensions with Peking has an ante- 
diluvian flavor which one would have 
thought was flooded out by the Vietnamese 
war. One “conservative Republican” told a 
reporter: "The only people that I have heard 
disagreeing with Nixon on this one are 
Lester Maddox and Spiro T. Agnew.” 


The special relationship of the Vice-Presi- 
dent to the administration and to bis party 
makes Mr. Agnew’s sally into foreign affairs 
|(it was only a few days ago that Mr. Nixon 
praised the Vice-President's diplomatic tal- 
ents) of particular significance In several 
respects. It is one thing when the President's 
strong right hand clobbers the opposition 
with greater freedom than the presidential 


dignity permits; it is something else when 
it delivers a blow at the presidential chin. 

But it is also interesting that the Vice- 
President is so lonely in his antagonism to 
any thaw in Sino- American relations. Evi- 
dently the “China lobby” of earlier days is 
not only dead but burled. 

This does not mean that there is likely 
to be any enthusiasm In America for the' 
China now exposed to the American press. 
The sight of university students, uniformly 
clad and marching as to war. Is not one that 
would appeal to any but the lunatic fringe 
on the individualistic American campus. The 
hi g hl y visible hard-sell promotion of Chair- 
man Mao would make the "selling of a Pres- 
ident” — or of the Pentagon— look like a 
minor exercise in low-keyed persuasion. 

This does not mean, however, that the 
United States has to Imitate Peking in seek- 
ing to inculcate its young with an abiding 
hatred for another way of life. And, It might 
be pointed out, the welcome accorded the 
substitution of the tennis table for the 
diplomatic table among both the Chinese 
'people and Americans would indicate that 
both are weary and skeptical of attempts to 
do just that. 

Mr. Agnew, therefore, serves as a barom- 
eter of the public mood, rather than a 
generator for it. He probably has some sup- 
port, apart from Mr. Maddox; he would gain 
more if events favored his stand— some acts 
or wprds from Peking, for example. But for 
the present, Mr. Nixon seems to have scored 
over his Vice-President. 


Back to Khartoum? 


The proposed new Arab federation of 
Egypt. Syria and Libya signals a dangerous 
turn from negotiation toward confrontation 
in the Middle East. 

The federation of Arab republics probably 
would mean no serious short-term alteration 
in the Mideast military balance— as one 
Beirut editor noted, the Arabs need pilots 
more than paper alliances. But In time a 
militant working federation could greatly 
strengthen and broaden the Arab front 
against Israel, especially If it exerted pres- 
sure for a change of policy— if not of gov- 
ernment — in Jordan. 

The more immediate threat posed by the 
decision of the Egyptian, Syrian and Libyan 
leaders to unite is to the Jarring -mission and 
other peace efforts. The declared policy of 
the new federation neither to negotiate with 
nor recognize Israel is a reversion to the 
negative Arab declaration at Khartoum In 
1967, a renunciation of Egyptian . President 
Sadat’s recent positive movements toward 
peace. 

This latest move toward Arab nutty was 
clearly fostered by Mr. Sadat’s growing 
frustration over Israel’s negative response to 
his peace Initiative. The future of the fed- 


eration will depend largely on Israel’s ac- 
tions. If the Israeli -government continues to 
put territory before peace, the Arab unity 
movement Is likely to thrive, fed by com- 
mon frustration and the desire for revenge, 
until Israel is surrounded by hostile forces 
that would negate the strategic advantage 
the Israelis have enjoyed on the 1967 cease- 
fire lines. Another round of conflict wpuld 
be inevitable. 

But it is stm not too late to seize wbat 
former Israeli Premier David Ben-Gurlon 
has called “the moment ... for peace.” The 
new federation apparently will not be for- 
malized before a plebiscite is held Sept. 1 
in the three countries Involved. That still 
leaves time for Israel tojput . to the 'test : 
President Sadat’s declared desire for peace 
and his expressed willingness to accept the 
conditions laid down by the United Nations 
Security Council resolution of Nov. 22, 1967. 
A positive Israeli response to Egyptian 
proposals for reopening the Suez Canal — 
which may be the purpose of Deputy Premier 
Ylgal Allon’s sudden visit to Washington — 
could provide the opportunity for such a 
test.

China is undoubtedly out to modify 
UB. policy, because In the political and 
military field, where it Is in conflict with 
Washington, it has not yet obtained any 
result. America considers itself bound by 
its security treaty with Taiwan, and viola- 
tions of China’s air and maritime space have 
given rise to many Chinese protests since 
the beginning of the year. 

Peking, on the other hand, decided last 
month to increase its economic and military 
aid to the Indochinese guerrillas. This is 
why It is undoubtedly too early to contem- 
plate a visit of Chou En-lai to the United 
States as some American press organs do. 
More than a detente between the two gov- 
ernments, it Is preferable. to speak of early 
Indications of a thaw.

The Russian Space Station 

Given that Salyut is the first part of a 
station to which men and equipment will be 
dispatched shortly, then the pattern of 
Russian space endeavors will fall into a 
well-defined shape. Exploration of the rest 
of the solar system will be seen as confined 
to unmanned craft, with no ambition to send 
men to distant parts. Other more advanced 
remotely controlled devices similar to 
Lunokhod and the non-mobile package of 
instruments released on Venus can be ex- 
pected for planetary investigations. 

The so-called application satellites of 
which the Americans have made far greater 
use than the Russians for communications, 
weather forecasting and so on seem to have 
been given more support in past months. 
Manned flights form the third part of the 
Soviet space program. The 16 flights by men 
have constituted a logical process of establish- 
ing the ability to survive and work in earth 
orbit. All the jobs involved in building a sta- 
tion have been carried out In this period. It 
wps only a matter of time before the Rus- 
sians assembled enough expertise to place a 
permanent station in space.

One of Triumvirate 

Lesotho is one of three inde- 
pendent nations bearing the 
black man’s burden in southern 
Africa— together with Botswana 
and Swaziland.

The result is a 
crazy checkerboard with three 
backward independent nations, 
plus a plan for ultimately eight 
“Bautustans" with limit ed auto- 
nomy. 

Yet if these were expanded and 
welded together, true indepen- 
dence in equal rights societies 
could be granted to the majority 
of South Africa’s blacks. Tribal 
areas inhabited by different peo- 
ples speaking different languages 
would be joined into free nations. 

Unfortunately, no politician is 
sufficiently bold to push far this 
now and partial results -r emain 
depressing. What might with 
Imagination and generosity be- 
come a “Southern African Com- 
monwealth” by genuine par- 


If Indeed it be true Daniel 
consulted no one an the course 
he should take or on the content 
of his document, this surely was 
a regrettable original misjudge- 
ment on his part. A fledgling 
lawyer in the robes of an Army 
captain addresses a letter to the 
President in which, from the 
pinnacle of his ancient wisdom, 
he utters shock and dismay at 
the conduct of his commander in 
chief whose decision, says this 
young Daniel without hesitation, 
could only have been prompted 
by the public uproar, by political 
expediency. 

If his “classic defense" of

They said that they have set 
up floodlights and were prepared 
for a long siege. They said they 
were able to talk with Mr. Mueller 
by telephone but would not dis- 
close whether be had set a new 
deadline. 

None of Mr. Mueller's demands 
have been met. 

In Zurich Suburb 

The four-story building where 
Mr. Mueller has barricaded him- 
self behind 50 sandbags is in Hot- 
tingwn, a residential district on 
Zurich's northeast side. 

It houses the social services 
office, the consulate and. on the 
second floor, Mr. Mueller's mas- 
sage salon. 

Police cleared residents from 
both the house and surrounding 
buildings and sealed off toe area. 
Mr. Mueller claims to have 66 
pounds, of explosives and about 
80 gallons of gasoline, police said. 

They said that be also claimed 
that he had a. rifle and threaten- 
ed to shoot anyone on the street 
in the area after noon today. 

Police said that Mr. Mueller, 
who apparently suffered a mental 
breakdown, made his demand for 
cash as "compensation for all of 
toe injustice, loss of freedom and 
defamation he has had to suffer 
over the past 20 years at the 
hands of Zurich. Swiss and mili- 
tary of fi cial s ." 

Mr. Mueller permitted Mrs. 
Wnpissl to talk to police by tele- 
phone. Officer Emil Aeberli said 
in a radio Interview. Mr. Aeberli 
said that Mrs. Kneissl told them 
that she was as well as could be 
expected under the circumstances, 
even though, she said, she had 
suffered a mild heart attack yes- 
terday.

But in both cases he added that 
Bulgaria would continue to try 
to normalize relations. 


Poor Relations 

The poor state of relations be- 
tween Bulgaria and another 
Balkan neighbor, Yugoslavia, was 
attested to by the failure of the 
Belgrade regime to send a delega- 
tion to toe congress at all. In- 
stead toe Yugoslav ambassador 
to Sofia attended as an observer. 

The main business of toe con- 
gress will be to ratify the first 
new Communist party program 
since the founding In 1821 of the 
Bulgarian Marxist party, which 
quickly developed along Bolshevist 
lines. The new program is high- 
ly orthodox and formally links 
its success to the “indissoluble 
Bui garo- Soviet friendship — an 
example of mtg rn«.fr.inmi.u«m to 
action." 


Security Pact Proposed 

SOFIA. April 30 (APL— Bul- 
garia today proposed a security 
pact among all Balkan nations 
pledging renunciation of force 
and respect of territorial in- 
tegrity. 

Mr. Zhivkov said a "joint dec- 
laration" by all Balkan countries 
should cover the respect of ter- 
ritorial integrity, non-interference 
in domestic affairs, renunciation 
of force, security and good-neigh- 
borly relations. 


Finns, Russians 
Sign Trade Pact 

MOSCOW, April 20 (Reuters'). — 
The Soviet Union and Finland, 
will be able to conclude "new 
major agreements” Shortly. Soviet 
Premier Alexei N. Kosygin said 
today after he and Premier Ahti 
Karjalalnen signed a treaty on 
the development of economic, 
technical and industrial coopera- 
tion between the two nations. 

Officials of the two sides aim 
signed agreements on the supply 
of Soviet natural gas to Finland 
and Finnish steel pipes to Rus- 
sia, Finnish cooperation in the 
construction of a Umber enter- 
prise in Soviet Karelia, and So- 
viet assistance in building Fin- 
land's second atomic power sta- 
tion.

Japanese Successfully Test 
Artificial Blood in Animals 


Industry Urged to Reconcile 
Growth, Pollution Controls 


OSAKA, japan, April 21 rRcu- 
lers*. — Japanese scientists have 
produced artificial blood which 
they believe will be In general 
use in hospitals around the 
world within fotir to five years. 

The only serious problem so 
far encountered in the research 
being carried out here on dogs 
Is that the artificial product has 
no clotting capability. 

The artificial blood is the 
result aC research by Dr. Chuji 
Fujlta. associate professor at 
nearby Kobe University In west- 
ern Japan. 

Dr. Fujlta says his research is 
urgent, because in many coun 
tries there is a dwindling mini' 
ber of blood donors.

Animals Kept Alive 

Dogs, guinea pigs and rabbits 
have all been successfully kept 
alive for long periods on artifi- 
cial blood. Dr. Fujlta said, add- 
ing that no animal's death has 
been directly caused by toe blood 
transfusions. 

Two beagles are toe stars of 
his research program. They have 
lived for the past four months 
on SO percent artificial blood, 
mixed with 20 percent of their 
own. 

The blood is basically a white 
fluorocarbon emulsion, produced 
by a Japanese company, which is 
mixed with other components 
such as glycerine. Fluorocarbon 
carries solubilized oxygen through 
the body’s tissues. 

Transfusion Problem 

Dr. Fujita has found only 
one transfusion problem— fluoro- 
carbon particles are absorbed 
into toe liver and spleen, causing 
cell structural changes. 

But he said toe changes have 
no effect on the operating effi- 
ciency of the two organs, and he 
is confident that the cell changes 
can be reversed.

Greece Marks 
4 Years of Junta 

ATHENS, April 20 (UPI ■ .—The 
government today opened celebra- 
tions of the fourth anniversary 
of the military takeover of April 
21, 1967, with pledges to hang on 
to power until it fulfills its alms. 

In a televised message to the 
nation. Regent Gen. George 
Zoitakls said the coup “succeeded 
In protecting our country from 
the tempest of international 
anarchy and In building toe foun- 
dations of economic development, 
stability and progress.” 

The regent said there are still 
problems requiring solutions, but 
he added that the Greek armed 
forces have reached a high 
degree of efficiency, “as highly 
placed officials of the North 
Atlantic Alliance have admitted." 


VIENNA. April 20 «'AFV— 
A British scientist today urged 
an international meeting of busi- 
ness leaders to reconcile efforts 
toward economic growth with the 
needs of man in an increasingly 
polluted environment. 

Sir Solly Zuckerman. chief 
scientific adviser to toe British 
government, was the main speaker 
at the 23d congress of the Inter- 
national Chamber of Commerce, 
which opened here yesterday. 

A renowned anatomist and zo- 
ologist, Sir Solly presented a back- 
ground report to the 1,400 dele- 
gates from 80 countries discussing 
toe possibility for private enter- 
prise to play an Increasing role 
in fighting pollution of human 
environment. 

Other hey topics under dis- 
cussion at toe ICC congress are 
efforts toward more trade liberal- 
ization around the globe and the 
problem of giving developing 
countries a better share in world 
Wade. 

Speaking on toe conference 
theme "Technical Progress and 
Society— A Challenge to Private 
Enterprise," Sir Solly said: “Be- 
cause time is not on our side, 
there is a danger that the [envi- 
ronmental! problems may become 
worse, whatever is done to cure 
them." 

Calling for the reconciliation of 
what he called conflicting Inter- 
ests, toe British scientist said: 

“Industry has to be given its 
head and has to be allowed to 
innovate if economic growth is 
to match the growing demand for 
higher physical standards of 
living on the one hand and the 
growth of population on the other. 
So. too, must agriculture. 

"But equally, decisions which 
are taken in the light of present 
considerations of toe efficient use 
of economic resources have to be 
such that they do not indirectly 
help destroy the physical environ- 
ment of tomorrow.” 

Sir Solly said private industry 
is Increasingly recognizing its re- 
sponsibility for dealing with the 


possible adverse effects of certain 
technological developments. 

He added that this recognition 
is already being reflected In the 
competitive process, from the 
point of view of toe consumer, 
by the choice being offered among 
different products designed to 
fulfill similar needs. 

"The situation may well develop 
where the more socially accept- 
able a product from this point of 
view, toe greater the edge it will 
come to have over a competitor," 
Sir Solly said. 

He called for better forecasting 
and monitoring techniques to help 
discern adverse environmental 
consequences In advance and to 
help decide how best to employ 
investment resources. 

At Least 24 Die 
As Fire Destroys 
Bangkok Hotel 

BANGKOK. April 20 (.Reu- 
ters ’i. — Fire swept a hotel here 
before dawn today, killing at 
least 24 people, police said. 

Among toe dead were nine 
Americans, an Egyptian, a West 
German and a number of Thais. 
Twenty-five persons suffered 
bums. 

The Identity and nationalities 
of a number of the victims were 
not immediately known as toe 
blaze destroyed all the hotel rec- 
ords and the guests’ personal be- 
longings. 

The fire broke out about 4 
ajn. local time at toe four-story 
Imperial Hotel, in the center of 
Bangkok. It raged for four hours. 
U. S. Army, Navy and Air Force 
firefighters helped local firemen 
to fight the flames. 

Police announced they were 
holding a 30-vear-old Thai cook 
for questioning. They said the 
fire — Bangkok's worst in several 
years — was believed to have 
started in a coffee shop on the 
ground floor.

U.S. Agency

WASHINGTON. April 20 'AF- 
DJi. — The Export-Import Bank 
announced today an offering of 
SI billion in short-term Euro- 
dollar notes at 6 percent annual 
interest, to replace three-month 
notes maturing next Monday. 

Like the identical issue made 
In late January, the notes will 
be sold to overseas branches of 
U.S. commercial banks. 

The Exim Bank has another 
outstanding Eurodollar note— a 
S50G-miUian. 5 1/8 percent issue- 
sold in early March. 

The U.S. Treasury also has a 
Si .5 -billion outstanding issue of 
three-month Eurodollar notes. 

The bank’s rolling ov^r of its 
notes is in line with the request 
frcm European central banks that 
the United States borrow more in 
the Eurodollar market, so as to 
restrain the flow of dollars into 
their reserves. 

Additional UjS. borrowing would 
raise Eurodollar interest rates 
and reverse the recent big flow 
of interest-sensitive funds into 
West Germany and other Euro- 
pean countries. 

Because Eurodollar yields have 
been relatively low until two 
weeks ago. nearly S5 billion were 
sold to central banks and other 
official institutions in the first 
quarter, according to Morgan 
Guaranty Trust. 

Some bankers believe that if 
the official settlements deficit 
continued at the same rate for 
the year, the international mone- 
tary system could not withstand 
the strain.

Ugine Kuhlmann, 
specializing in chemicals, steels 
and nonferrous metals, stands to 
benefit from Pechiney's con- 
siderable foreign facilities, espe- 
cially in North America. 

The companies' discussions were 
supported by the government, 
which has been promoting mer- 
gers to improve the muscle of 
French firms on international 
markets.

Japanese Steel Firms Seen 
Ready to Slow Exports to U.S. 


TOKYO, April 20 (AP-DJ).— 
Japan's major steel companies 
reportedly reached tentative 
agreement yesterday to reduce tbe 
annual growth of steel exports 
to the United States to 3 percent 
in 1972 and 1973, from the present 
5 percent. 

Press reports said the compa- 
nies will now attempt to deter- 
mine whether Common Market 
steel producers wfll go along with 
this move. 

They reportedly took no action 
on a UJS. demand that a separate 
quota be set up for special steel 
exports. But they did agree to 
hold such exports at the 1970 
level for an unspecified period of 
time, press reports said. 

Tripartite Pact 

The current three-year agree- 
ment between the UJS. State De- 
partment and tbe Japanese and 
Common Market steel industries 
expires at the end of this year. 
It provides that steel exports to 
the United States be held to a 
growth rate of 5 percent a year 
under one overall quota covering 
all types of steel products. 

The Japanese Industry has said 
It is willing to extend the current 
agreement another two years. 
The United States has reportedly 
asked Japan and tbe Common 
Market to agree to a 2.5 percent- 
a-year growth rate and to a spe- 
cial quota for special steel. 

Nippon Steel, Nippon Kokan, 
Kawasaki Steel, Sumitomo Metal 
Industries and Kobe Steel were 
tbe major Japanese producers 
represented yesterday. 

Textile Quota- Speculation 

TOKYO, April 20.— Toyasaburo 
Taniguchi, who engineered Japan's 
controversial textile export re- 
strictions. announced yesterday 
his intention to resign as chair- 
man of the Japan Textile Fed- 
eration. 

The news aroused speculation 
that the deal to curb exports to 
the United States may be coming 
unstuck. 

Also resigning is the chairman 
of tbe Chemical Fiber Associa- 
tion, Kagayaki Miyazaki, who was 
Mr. Tanlguchi's chief lieutenant

State Control 
Of Minerals in 
Turkey Urged 

From Wire Dispatches 

ANKARA, April 20.— New laws 
to nationalize Turkey's stocks of 
refined oil and of certain strate- 
gic minerals are being proposed 
by Minister of Energy Ihsan 
Topaloglu. 

In line with the criticisms of 
foreign investment voiced earlier 
this week by chief economic 
planner Attila Karaosmacoglu. 
Mr. Topaloglu today struck out 
at foreign interests for failing to 
exploit and to export Turkey's 
naturul resources to the benefit 
of the country. 

Mr. Topaloglu said the pro- 
posals would be presented to the 
parliament shortly. He said the 
laws will also propose that prior- 
ity in oil exploration be accorded 
to the state petroleum enterprise 
(TPAO) and not to foreign com- 
panies. 

Major International ofl firms 
with operations in Turkey are 
Royal Dutch Shell, which pro- 
duces more than 50 percent of 
Turkey's crude oil Mobil Oil and 
British Petroleum, 

Turkey's present petroleum 
law, passed in 1954, gave priority 
to foreign companies with the 
idea that Turkey did not have 
sufficient technology and capital 
for such enterprises.

FTC Seeking 
To Reverse 
Drug Merger 

WASHINGTON, April 20 (Ren- 
ters).— The Federal Trade Com- 
mission charged today that 
Warner-Lambert 's $400 million 
acquisition last November of 
Parke, Davis 8s Co. lessened com- 
petition in the drug industry 
end said the two companies 
should be separated. 

An FTC spokesman said that 
the company has ten days to In- 
dicate whether it wishes to con- 
test the ruling and another 30 
days to propose Its solution. 

If not contested, the complaint 
would be served as a consent 
order. 

The FTC would require Warn-

Many' North-South pairs bid 
and made a game on the dia- 
gramed deal, taken from a re- 
cent American Bridge Association 
event, in spite of the fact. that 
their opponents held all the aces. 
West normally opened one club, 
and if North did not choose to 
overcaU East responded one 
spade. 

When South chose a cixebid, 
two spades was correct. Two dobs 
would carry an element of am- 
biguity, for such a bid could 
be used to show a genuine club 
suit. After two spades North tem- 
porized with two no-trump and 
then raised hearts to game. 

West led the spade ace. which 
was ruffed, and the heart Wng 
lost to the ace. When East shift- 
ed to a club West was optimistic, 
but there was no way for the 
defense to collect more than three 
tricks in all. 

Only one pair managed to hold 
North-South to nine tricks. In 
their case the bidding began dif- 
ferently. West began with one 
no-trump, a Precision hid show- 
ing 13-15 high-card points, and 
East bid two hearts, a transfer 
bid showing spade length. 

West made a good decision by 
leading the club ace. He hoped 
to force South to ruff, and hoped 
that declarer did not have the 
club king. South did have the 
king but it was singleton. The fall 
of that card gave West something 
to think about. 

South had surely started with 
a void spade, in view of East's 
bid, and singleton dub. That left 
him with 12 cards in the red suits, 
and West assumed six-six. If 
South had more than six hearts 
there was little to be done. 

On this analysis West shifted 
to the diamond three, a most un- 
usual maneuver. South won with

The Orioles were rec- 
ognized as the. class of the AL, 
and with their 8-2 record they 
are not defying logic. 

The Twins, who were supposed 
to be a bit of a shoo-in to the 
AL West, have won only five of 
their first 13 games. But it is 
in the National League that the 
standings leave one to boggle. 
Guess who is leading the NL 
Bast? The Montreal Expos, 
that's who. Same club that was 
in last place at the end of last 
season. 

In the NL West, the Los An- 
geles Dodgers, with Richie Allen, 
giving them that new big punch 
. that was -all they needed, were 
supposed to put the pressure on 
Cin cinnati 's Big Red Machine, 
last year's pennant winner. 
Indeed, the Dodgers are crowding 
the Reds, but thus far theirs has 
been a battle for fourth place, 
in the NL West, with neither 
team playing .500 ball. 

Poor WUlle Mays. He slowed 
up so badly last season, and his 
box office value appeared to be 
exceeding h£$ worth to the team. 
But this season Mays quickly 
commenced a home-run hinge 
that has been helping the Giants 
win nine straight, and they have 
jumped so far oat in front of 
the Dodgers and Reds it behooves 
those two teams to get cracking 
qulddy, or else. - 
The Giants are farther out to 
front in the NL West—3 1/2 
games— than are the Orioles in 
the AL East — three games— but 
the National League hr not trem- 
bling at any fear of a runaway 
-race by the Giants. - The Giants 
are always expected to fold at 
some point, and usually, do, 'With 
enough good, teams around to 
fttptpffc the Giants' swoon and 
make It a nice year at the box 
office for all concerned.

since the days of. say. Harry 
Truman. 

*My name Is Truman. I'm Pres- 
ident of the United States, and 
I’m trying to keep my job. - ' Tru- 
man used to tell whistle-stop 
crowds in the campaign of 1948. 
and if that is not an entirely 
memorable utterance, why docs 
it linger so persistently in the 
memory? 

Nowadays, we plod from his- 
toric occasion to historic occasion 
without ever hearing a sentence 
that is not pure lead. Just re- 
cently we have had this curious 
development in American rela- 
tions with China. It was the 
Ideal occasion for a memorable 
utterance, but nobody could rise 
to it. 

* 

President Nixon tried. "The 
ball is in their court." he said. 
The event deserves better. Some- 
one once said that- the Battle of 
Waterloo “was won on the play- 
ing fields of Eton." and we all 
remember that about Waterloo, 
even though it Is completely and 
misleadingly wrong about the so- 
cial character of Wellington's 
nr my. The least that someone 
important might have said about 
the Chinese business was. "the 
cold war is ending on the Ping 
Pong tables of Peking." 

Tii is might have proven just 
as wrong as the famous chestnut 
about the Battle of Waterloo, but 
that is not the point. The mem- 
orable. utterance is under no 
obligation to be accurate. Indeed. 


many of everybody's old favorite 
memorable utterances survive 
precisely because they arc so ter- 
ribly wrong In spirit or in fact. 

"Let them cat cake." Is a case 
in point. So Is Chamberlain's 
memorable utterance upon re- 
turning from Munich, whence he 
brought, us "peace In our time." 

The best memorable utterances 
can be identified by applying a 
simple test. Will this line sound 
right ii: the script of an old movie 
cf the sort shown after midnight 
on television? 

Franklin Roosevelt seemed to 
five us a nicaiORzbfr utterance a 
week, many of late-show caliber. 
What film writer does not wish 
that he had coined that quintes- 
sentially Hollywood presidential 
declaration, “this nation has a 
rendezvous with destiny"? 

* * * 

It is hard to date the start of 
the decline or memorable utter- 
ance. Without research data, we 
are reduced to hunches, and the 
hunch here Is that the increase 
in forgettable pronouncement has 
accompanied the triumph of the 
political-technician ifche Ken- 
nedys. Nixon. Reagan and their 
many minor imitators' and the 
popularity everywhere of lower- 
class idiom. 

The politics of teennique puts a 
high value on the language of 
obfuscation, miasma and incom- 
prehensible detail Lower class 
idiom develops out of poor peo- 
ple's need to communicate feel- 
ings instead of ideas and is usual- 
ly at Its best in slogans, which 
are war cries fashioned to over- 
power reason. '“Power to the peo- 
ple F" "Nuke 'em back to the stone 
age!" “Yankees to the wall!"' 

Whatever the explanation, the 
decline of memorable utterance Is 
a fact easily confirmed by reading 
the newspapers where presidents, 
athletes. Communists and movie 
stars all talk these days like pub- 
lic relations men. When they 
talked like Hollywood script writ- 
ers. Dizzy Dean, so the story goes, 
on being told that his toe was 
fractured, could reply: "Fractur- 
ed hell! The damn tiling's 
broken!" 

Nowadays, in public relations 
talk. Diz would probably decline 
to commenr until he had consult- 
ed his lawyer, his agent, and two 
ghost writers.

Hank Williams Jr. — His Father’s Footsteps 


By Henry Pleasants 

T ON DON. — An obvious question to put to Hank Williams jr. 
■*- J is whether being his father's soo is a help or a hindrance 
in hb own career as a country musician. 

“Well." he replied over drinks <of which he didn't touch a 
drop' at the London Hilton, “it's certainly not a problem. I'm 
MGM's No. 1 eouniry artist. Five of my sones have been No. 1 
in the country chans. I'Ve made the sound tracks for six 
muring pictures including 'Kelly's Heroes.' I've got my cmn 
talent agency in Nashville, and we're doing nicely, as a side- 
line. with Hank Williams Jr. Barbecue Fits." 

Not bad. one concedes, for a young man who will be 'J2 
on May 26. But he can't escape the legend of his father, who 
more than any other individual, made American country music 
a national, even international, rather Ulan a merely regional 
phenomenon. Anri he does'c try to. 

He was here as one of the stars of a formidable contingent 
from Nashville for the recent Third International Festival of 
Count it Music, which played two nights tc* some 20.000 British 
and Continental music fans at the QnpLre Pool. Wembley. 

In his set at Wembley he offered a shrewd mixture of ills 
own and his father's songs. How well the latter have endured, 
and how affectionately they are remembered was evident in 
i he applause that erected the first note of each of them: "Your 
Cheatin Heart": "Take These Chains"; "Cold. Cold Hear"; 
"Kaw-Ugal.” and "You Win Again!'' 

The nostalgia was enriched, if t lint's the word for it. by the 
fact, that young Hank, who was threc-nnd-a-hslf when his 
father died’ on New Year's Day. 1PJ3. aged 29. is accompanied 
in these songs by the three surviving members of liis father's 
backing group, the Drifting ..Cowboys: Jerry Rivers, fiddle. 
Sammy Pruett, giutar: and Don Helm, steel guitar. 

Nostalgia is also served by joung Hank's uncanny ability 
to duplicate his father's sound. It's not at all his ow n. sound. 
He has a lot more voice than his father ever hod. a wide- 
ranging high baritone, capable of utterances in the more con- 
temporary rockabilly idiom that Hank Wiliams sr. never 
dreamed of. 

But he can reproduce, at the drop of a Stetson, that for- 


lorn. despairing break in the voice, that thin quaver — one 
might caLl it, unkindly, a bleat — that identifies in an instant 
the singer on every record that his father ever made. 

He's a much better all-around musician, too, than his 
rather was. He plays six instruments— guitar, banjo, piano, 
electric bass, harmonica and drums — and he played them ail 
in a single medley at the Bn p ire Pool, And he played them 
well. I asked him about bis musical education, and lie came 
back fast: “The best, there is— right out on the road, playing 
the schooihouses. parish houses, granges, country fairs, con- 
vention halls, and so on." 

He made his first public appearance at the age of 3. He 
was doing 100 shows a year when he was 14. A few years 
later it was 230. and it s now about 150. assisted by a private 
bus and two private airplanes. He has never cared about 
school, and he still doesn't. He can't read music — few Nash- 
ville musicians con— and he doesn't intend to learn. 

■•When I was doing the sound track for 'Your Cheatin' 
Heart.' the picture about Daddy's life.” he told me. “We had the 
Drifting Cowboys and some other Nashville sidemen on the set. 
The studio had engaged an arranger and conductor. He came 
into the studio and got up on the podium and started off: ‘A 
one and-a two and-a'— and the boys just busted out laughing. 
So they got rid of the conductor-arranger, and we went on and 
did the songs." 

Hank Williams jr. wasn't the only family act at Wembley. 
Tommy Cash was there, too. Johnny's kid brother, sounding 
less like bis brother than some of the other younger singers, 
notably Lee Conway and Waylon Jennings. Tommy is smaller 
than Johnny and less severe but he hii3 Johnny's easy assu- 
rance and that sudden, unpredictable and totally disarming 
smile. 

And then there were Hank Snow and Roy Acuff. They 
are not family acts, but they've been around so long that to 
country music fans they seem like family. They can do no 
wrong just as long as they do the old songs. * 

To paraphrase what a Continental music critic once said 
of the English: “To win the favor of country music fans is 
not easy; to lose it, impossible."
